1. PRESIDENT CARTER'S CSCE REPORT TO CONGRESS AND FOLLOW-UP 
PRESS CONFERENCE JUNE 13 HAVE CONTINUED TO DRAW FAVORABLE 
COMMENT IN WEST BERLIN NEWSPAPERS IN LAST SEVERAL DAYS. 
CONSERVATIVE BERLINER MORGENPOST WAS PARTICULARLY EFFU- 
SIVE, SEEING IN REPORT AND PRESIDENT'S REMARKS A "RELENT- 
LESS, COURAGEOUS STANDING UP FOR HUMANITY" AND CONCLUDING 
FROM THEM THAT ON BERLIN MATTERS, THE "TIME EOR LUKEWARM 
COMPROMISES IS OVER." MORGENPOST WELCOMED WHAT IT VIEWED AS 
A MORE ACTIVE AMERICAN ROLE IN WORLD POLITICS. OF 
PRESIDENT'S JUNE 13 PRESS CONFERENCE, THE PAPER SAID
